ITake this opportunity of acquainting 
you, that there is publiihed a new edi- 
tion of The Devil upon Crutches* Not-J 
withflandiog the antipathy that all man-^ 
kind have conceived, ever fince the original 
fin of Adam, againft the race of fallen an- 
gels, every body loves Afmodeus. He 
isi read, he is careflcd j never was devil fo 
fondled. True it is he might have ap- 
peared to Cleofas under a fomewhat mor4 
gracious figure ; fiich as the poets reprefenfe 
him, when he is introduced under thcj fpe- 
cious appellation of Cupid. But he fcor^ 
ncd to ufe any difguife to his deliverer, 
and fhewed himfeJf, therefore, in all his

original . iiglinefs^ a» a proof-he ha,d a miiid 
to deal fincerely with him ; and ah in- 
ftance of fincerity it was, not very com- 
mon; for how many lovers are there, who 
never had once an opportunity of behold- 
ing the faces of their miftr^es only in 
their nati\^e, and without borrowed charms ? 
And after all, fuch as we fee him, he ap- 
pears more like the god .of pleafure, than 
iaall thofe beauties and graces the ancients 
have beftowed upon him, when they equip 
him, as the god of love -, and his mantle, 
with its ingenious emblems, becomes him 
better than the fillet, the gilded wings, 
And the founding quiver. 

In other rcfpefts, the fine moral cha- 
t2L&t!f h^ fuftains, and the viaft fenfe and 
difcernoient he fhew$ in chc cojurfc of, his 
obfervations, do more than compenfate 
for iihe . deformiiiy of his pcrfon. He ^/:^ 
quits himfelf religioufly of the promife he 
made Deo Cleofas, does him moft impocr 
tant frrvice, and difcQv^fs nothing of that 
fal/hpod and .^e,c^it, for. which the in- 
:habi^aiMp. of his jcountry are rendered fo 
juftly infamous. In point df fcnfe and 
difcernftient, he fupports nobly the repii^ 
station of his bpQther.-de«30»s ; he ihewp as 
mudk difcr^cion %$ one could. well exped

from the whole fociety together; of which 
there needs be no other proof than whac 
be fays on the fubjeft of his own quarrel 
with Palliardoc. *' After which, fays he^ 
our friends reconciled us, we embraced, 
and have cheriihed a mortal hatred againit 
each other ever fince." This hint leaves 
more to the imagination than can be ex- 
prelled by words *, and you will find an hun- 
dred fuch other inflancesin the remarks he 
makes on the folly and vices of mankinds 

Can the foibles of men be expofed with 
more fenfe or more force of ridicule than 
he has exprefled ? No, his paintings are 
all finiiiied. When I reprefent to myfelf 
this demon halting on his crutches, I can* 
not help confidering thofe fenfibte and fa- 
tyrical ttrokes of ridicule, with which be 
every now and then lalhes the foJlies and 
vices of mankind, as fo many parts of the 
crutches, which he beftows on fuch as he 
chinks deferve them ; and, notwithitanding 
the carelef^ air he puts on, a& if feemingly 
he intended only amufement, he never 
mifles, or ftrikes in the wrong place : his 
arrows are fure, and hit the mark. 

Doubtlefs the young gentleman im- 
proved more in one night from the in- 

B 2 ftrudions 
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ftruftions of Afmodcus, than he had done 
all his life before from the leftures of the 
doftors of Alcala. Thefe people, by their 
eternal jargon, inftil into the minds of youth 
a diftalte of morality and virtue. Inftead 
of which Zambullo found in Afmodcus an 
artful and able matter, who could find the 
way to his pupil's heart, and whilft he en- 
tertained him with agreeable fcenes of plea- 
furable amufement, conveyed inftruftion at 
the fame cime,expofing the foibles of human 
nature, and teaching the young ftudent 
how to correft them, without difgufting 
him by tedious and infipid preledions. 

I am not therefore at all furprifed, that 
this demon fhould be well received upon 
his coming among us. For how can any 
man in France refufe his approbation to a 
work, that, under the appearance of a 
trifling amufement, contains fuch a happy 
aflcmblage of wit, delicacy, fenfe, and 
politencfs ? The minds of men are naturally 
prejudiced againft the dryncfs of dogmatic 
precepts ; they want to be entertained with 
ibmething agreeable and pleafant; but, 
along with that, they expedt reafon and 
fenfe* In a word, we arc a rational 
people, and Signior Afmodcus has cx- 
aftly fuited himfelf to the genius of French- 
men. 
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men. He certainly muft have conceived 
a previous affedion to our nation; though 
I cannot but wonder at his generofity in 
having taken folong a journey to make us 
wifer, againft his own intereft, and againft 
the intereft of the fociety in general, who, I 
dare fay, give him no thanks for his pains. 

Is there any man. Sir, who does not envy 
the fituation of Zambullo, on thofe towers 
of {peculation, where Afmodeus pitched 
feim ? As for me, I fly along with -him, 
9n the wings of fancy, to the top of St. 
Salvador; and biehold, in his company, 
with infinite pleafure, the objefts that arc 
rcprefented to. his confideratioa. A fuper- 
annuated coquette, who leaves upon her 
toilet her hair, her eye- brows, and her 
teeth, before fhe goes to bed ; a beau of 
threefcore, who takes off, with his own 
hands, one eye, and a pair of whifkers, 
waiting for his valet to help him oflf with 
his wooden arm and wooden leg, that he 
may go to bed with the reft •, and the fifter 
of this lovely Adonis, who, by means of 
artificial lips and bubbies, pafles for a 
lady of twenty- five : I cannot, I fay, for- 
bear laughing, with ZatnbullOj at the 
thoughts of three fuch lodgers all in the 
fame houfe.

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Shifting the fcene, I fee with pleafure 
my good old Zanubio pierced to the heard 
with the cries of his wife in labour, and 
the undifturbed repofe of the footman,, 
who is the caufe of all the pains (he en-* 
dtires ; and I greatly commend the dili- 
gence of that phyfician, who is drcfling , 
m fuch a hurry to vific the biihop, who 
has coughed above three times fince he ** 
went to bed. * 

Exalted in that airy garret methinks I 
fee the ingenious author, who compiles a 
fyftem of all focial and civil virtues, and 
copies all the praiies, and commendations 
that have ever been bellowed on any man, 
ioi; his perfonal merit, or the fame of hia 
anceftofsi which he puts into a dedication 5 
and though he has not as yet any patroa 
particularly in view, keeps theni ready for 
market to any one that will bid for them,. 
There are many authors to be fure, wha 
fat the bread of flattery 5 but I am fur-^ 
prized at the. court-lady, who thinking, 
the dedication made to hep not fufficienr, 
drew up one herfelf, and fent it to the 
author to have it printed^ 

Was I to pais the ftreets with my com- 
panions,, 1 ftiould certainly bewail the 

hard 
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hard fate of the faithful Caftilian, (hivering 
.^Acler.a wiodow, andpoaring forth his 
.love-cop3plain.t& ^ while his.miOrefs be- 
wails to the foft airs of her guittar, the 
abfence of hisx rival. And ia the other 
large houfc I perceive, greatly to my 
cdificacion,. a banker, flung with remorie 
of confciegce, refolving to found a mo- 
naftery out of the unjuil gains he has 
made. He is certainly in the high road 
to ialvation ; for having once performed 
. this vow, he thinks all his fins are for- 
given. Nor am I lefs pleafed .with the 
fcruples of that lady in her grand cli- 
madlerick, who marries a boy of feventeen, 
^that ihe may have what fhe wants, with- 
.outremorfe of confcience *, and 1 think 
. her nuptials, upon that account, ought 
'to have been celebrated with a more 
decent concert of mufick than bafons, 
. Icettles, and frying-pans.

The demon having fhewed Don Cleofas 
feveral other entertaining objeds, that he 
. might not clog him with too much va- 
riety, flops fhort to make him obferve 
^ the appearances of joy and fatisfadion in 
. a great hotel, and relates to him parti- 
. cularly, from beginning to end, the affair 
of Leonora de Cefpides. We muft allow, 

B + Sir, 
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Sir, that Aftnodeus tells a ftory welK 
The incidents of this romance are enter- 
taining, the winding up natural and in- 
terefting, and a moral runs thro* the whole. 
The innocence and credulity of Leonora^ 
the love and ambition of Belflor, the ar- 
tifices of Marcelia, the rage and indig- 
nation of Don Lewis, and every other 
charafter there introduced, are reprefented 
according to the truth of nature ; for Af- 
modeus was certainly well acquainted with- 
the various paffions and emotions of the 
human mind. 

^ After the recital of this hiftory I return 
with frefh pleafure, to partake of the new 
variety of fcenes Afmodeus opens to his 
pupil, and Which he comments upon with 
great judgment and penetration. In that 
hotel lives a booby of a lord, who, forfooth, 
would pafs for- a Maecenas. In order to 
acquire the charafter of a patron of men 
of learning, he gives the ufe of one of his 
garrets to a didionary-maker. Some doors 
beyond him, lives an experienced dealer 
in her way, a woman who is agent for a 
fociety of rich widows, and keeps a kind 
of regifter-office, containing an account 
' of all the ftrangers, who fucceffivcly come 
to Madrid j their parentage, their country, 

their 
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their age, their ihape, and complexion. 
Of thefe (he gives an a lift to her cuf- 
tomers, who perufe this roll, and pitch 
upon whom they like ; and then this lady 
lets about procuring an interview* 

In another houfe you fee the devotees, 
who are in fuch a hurry and alarm about 
the fick inquifitor, a fcene extremely di- 
verting -, one is preparing flops, and an- 
other fits at his pillow, taking care to keep 
warm his head and breaft ; thefe two are 
no doubt favourites of the holy father. 
The anti-chamber is crouded with other 
penitents, who bring him di£Ferent forts 
of remedies, every one praifing his own in 
particular, and flipping a ducat into the 
hand of hisfervant, begs of him, ^^ Lau- 
rence, my dear Laurence, recommend my 
bottle to your mafter above the others/' 
To make Cleofas fenfible of the happy 
condition of an inquifitor, Afmodeusadds, 
Was I not a demon, I would be an in- 
quifitor. 

Let us. Sir, accompany ZambuUo to 
the prifons to which he defired the demon 
to convey him ; and what think you pray, 
of that gallant^ who being caught as he

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was mounting by a ladder into a balcony,, 
^uns the ri(k of being hanged for a houfe- 
breakjcr, rather than iave his life ac the ex* 
pence of hts miftrcfs's honour, by owning, 
the intrigue ?. He will be> perhaps, the 
firft and lail martyr of this, kind, and I 
am fatisfied won't find a man it) France ta 
imitate his eteample. I heartily pity that 
other imiocent perfon,. the unhappy grooni 
of tiie xbacDibers, who lies there ^urcufed 
unjuftly of having ftokn a diaofiond^ and 
couid have wilhed, as Don Cle6fas, that 
ilfmodeus had fet him at liberty ; but I 
am mightily pleafed with the reafon he 
;gives, why it is not in hts power, when 
ihe tells him, that was he himfelf in prifon, 
he eould not efcape the hands of juftice, 
without paying his tfanfom. Mettioning 
another noiibery^ iFor whicli the man who 
committed it tin l^^wrife in prtfon, he 
feeins to iltike the judges pretty hard. 
.Zambnllo aiked him, if the man who loft 
<be pifboks has had them rQtucned no him ? 
Not at all, fays Afmodeus ; they ate & 
many proofs of the faA, and fuch witnefleaf 
they never part with ; nor,, indeed, does, 
he &SW ntore regatd to the holy inqui*- 
iition, only tiiat he:%eaiks of that reYevend. 
tribunal in a very lo#. voice..

The difmal profpeiSs of the^pf ifons ar« 
fucceeded by fcene$ m^ne jdeafant, Wha^ 
do you think of the diftinguiihcd piety of 
Sanguifuela, that rancorous volture^ who 
took fix hundred ducats premium for the 
k^an of three hundred and forty ; but would 
HOC tell thexnoney, till he had firfl: been 
at«Qi0&5 and heard a fermon. The Qeepiog- 
lady, who miftook her lover for her foot- 
man i muft have been in great coafufion 
at the difcovery *» and that coolnefs of be- 
baviour Her giilant (hewed upon the oc- 
cafion» is admirable. He met the happy 
vakt upon the liead of theftairs v Ambrofe, 
faid he to him;, donoc^oin^ your miftreia 
defii^ you will let her reft a iietle longer. 

We fluft the feene once mc»ie, and come 
to an hofpital for the inception of people 
who are lunatick, or mad. Hew many 
difimnt kinds of madaefsdo wechereilii^ 
prooeeding from as various, caufes ? That 
Caftilian news-mong(^ had his brain di* 
fiurbed hj a paragraph in the news-papers,^ 
giviqg an account that twenty-five Spa* 
mards were beaten by fifty Portugiieferf 
Don Bias is gone mad, for being obliged 
fogiveback the dowry of his deceafed wife^ 
and that poor ^hoolmailer ha^ cracked hia 
brain in rCfcarches after the pauh poftfu--

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furum of a Greek verb. You fee women, 
too, confined here ; the wife of a country 
juftice, who ran mad at being called a cic, 
by a woman of quality. And the wife of 
the treafurer of the council of the Indies^ 
who has undergone the fame fate, at being 
obliged, in a narrow pafiage, to make her 
coach go back, to give way to a dutchefs* 

Afmodeus then Ihews the ftudent a 

iiumber of people who deferre to have a 

place in Bedlam, as much a& they who are 

confined. As that, rich widow ot a mafter*^ 

builder, who bequeaths all fhe has to gran* 

dees, merely on account of their titles, and 

will leave nothing to a man, who, fhe ac« 

knowledges has done her very great fervice, 

for fear his name fhould beadifgracetoher 

laft will and teftament^ and I am hugeiy 

pleafe^^with that gallant cavalier of three- 

fcore, who recounts the adventures of his 

youth to a young lady he is in love with, 

and eXpe(^s fhe will regard him for what 

he has been. I moreover like that good 

dean, who buys up jewels, trinkets, and 

^11 fores of rich furniture, that, after his 

death, they may embdlifh the catalogue 

of his inventory. You may judge of the 

Other fools from tbefe inftances. 
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Afmodeus extends his obfervations even 
to the dead. He carries Zambullo to a 
church full of iepulchral monuments, 
and gives him an account of the perfons 
for whom they are erefted. Sometimes 
he gives a very (hort charadter of the de- 
ceaied, or only mentions the manner of 
their death. This is the tomb of a general 
officer, who at his return home, like Aga- 
memnon, found an ^gifthus in his houfe. 
In another lies a courtier, who never trou- 
bled himfelf about any thing but attending 
the levee. And a little farther lies an old 
diredlor of the Indies and his young wife, 
ftrangely mingled together. An apoplexy 
feized him juft as he was going to diiin- 
herit two children he had by a former 
marriage ; and his wife died the next day, 
out of vexation that her hufband did not 
live three days longer. 

The delnon, by the power he poffefled, 
makes Zambullo fee the departed fpirits of 
the dead, and among the reft, three famous 
adrefles, whofe exit was pretty extraordi- 
nary. One died of a furfcit after a de- 
bauch ; a fecond of envy at the applaufes 
given another aftrefs at her firfl appear- 
ance upon the ftage ; and the third of a 
xanifcarriage, after fhe^had been a£ting iri 

the 
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the charadler of a veftal. I queftion much 
if the phyficians greatly like thofe pieces 
of reprefentation, that Afmodeus (hews 
the fludent upon the wings of death ^ and 
a man mufl: have a diabolic imagination, 
to fuppof^ young graduates inphyfic ma- 
king their appearance there in the prefence 
o/ death, who confers upon them their de- 
. grees. I would not advife a man of a lickly 
conftitution to fpeak of dodors fo difre* 
IpeftfuUy. 

Oblerve, Sir, how artfully Afmodeui 
changes the fubjedt ; and, to efface from 
the mind of his friend the melancholy im- 
preflions occafioned by the fight of death,, 
and the ghofis of the dead, introduces a 
hiflioryfbundedon the^(|edts of tbeftrengch 
of friendfhip. It is equally well told as 
the ftory of Count Belflor ; though, on 
account of the tragical cataftrophe, I am 
not ill-pleafed to find it imnoediately fol- 
lowed by the chapter of dreams, which the 
demon unfoldsvery often in a manner that 
' approaches to reality. The dreams, for 
example, of the attorney and his wife, do 
not much deviate froni truth. The man 
dreams he is going to fee a client in the 
infirmary, and to fupply him with £>me 
of his own ;noney ^. and the woman is 
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pofleffed with the imagination that her huf- 
band is driving out o£ his houfe a ftrong 
ftout fellow of a clerk, of whom he is be- 
come jealous ; and the dream of that la* 
dy, who fancies that Jupiter is fallen in 
love with her> and endeavours to win her^ 
under the appearance of a handfome page>. 
is noty perhaps altogether chimerical. 

I will not fey any thing, Sir^ upon the 
obfervations you will find on the feveral 
people who pafs in the day-time thro* the 
ftreets of Madrid, nor on the fubjeft of the 
redeemed captives. It is ftill the fame Af- 
modeus who fpeaks, and continues his re- 
marks, with the fame fenfe and penetra- 
tion. The work is finilhed in the manner 
in which it was begun, and the judicious 
reader will find, to the laft, ftrokes of the 
crutches, which he may improve to his. 
advantage and edification*

JVbicb fiews what fort of a devil this fame 
devil upon crutches was -, where and by 
what accident DonCleofas Leandro Perez 
de Zamhullo became acquainted -with him. 

[)B('^T was in the month of Oftober, 

I H^ ^"^ ^^^^ ^^^ cloudy night, at a 
time when the people being re- 
tired to their refpeftive homes, 
had left the ftreets of Madrid free for 
the ferenades of lovers, fome of whom 
fung their fuccefs, while others, to the 
foft airs of the guictar, tuned their mourn- 
ful plaints, alarming the jealous huiband 

and 
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and anxiotis parent. — It was now alnrod 
the-howr of midnfight, Mfheii Dop Cleafas 
Leahdro Perez 21ambulIo, a ftudent of 
Alcala, Tallied fuddenly through the win- 
dow of a houfe where a love- affair had 
engaged him, to get clear of a fet of 
ruffians, who clofely purfued him^ with 
a defign to force hi^i to m^rry a. woman 
they had furprifed him with, or take 
away his life. 

Although he was fingle againft three 
or four of them, he valiantly defended 
himfelf, and would not have had recourfc 
to flight, but that in the fcuffle he was 
difarmed. They followed him for fome 
time over the t6ps of-the houfes-; but by 
the favour of the night he efcape4 their 
purfuit, and made the beft of his way 
towards a light, which^ though faint and 
glimmering, ferved as a beacon to diredb 
him how to fteer in this perilous courfe.. 
Afcer having been often in, danger of 
breaking his neck, at laft he got to the 
place whence it. proceeded j where, en- 
tering through a window, he was .as 
much rejoiced as a pilot, wfho from the 
"dangers of Ihipwrecjc fees his. vcflel fail 
fafely into port;*

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The firfl: thing he did was to confider 
attentively every thing about this apart- 
ment he had entered, and which, uport 
examination, he found to be very fingu* 
Jar. There was a copper lamp that hung 
from the cieling, with books and papers 
in confufion upon the table, a fphere and 
compafs in one corner, and vials and 
quadrants in another;^ all which made 
him conclude there lived below fome 
aftrologer, who in. this mufseum made 
his learned obfervations. He Was re- 
ceding upon the danger he had fortu- 
nately efcaped, and confidering with him- 
felf whether he had better (lay there till 
morning, or take fome other courfe^ 
when he was all on a fudden furprized 
with a deep groan i'flTuing from ibmething 
that was near him.

theie vials. The fellow that lives in this 
houfe is a great aftrologer, and magician 
into the bargain ; and by the power of 
his curfed art keeps me plugged up here 
in this manner." " What, you area fpirit 
then?" anfwered Don Cleofas, fomewhat 
furprized at the oddity of this adven- 
ture. ** I am a devil, (replied the voice) 
and you come moft opportunely to fet 
me at liberty ; for I languifh here under 
a ftate of inaftivity, being, in my own 
nature, of all the devils in hell, perhaps 
the moft alert and induftrious." 

Thefe words, not a little ftartled Sig- 
nor Zambullo ; but, as he was naturally 
bold, he foon recovered himfelf, and with 
a refolute tone made anfwer, " I defire

The count pcruftd this Jttter two br 
three times, -and irha-gining to himfelf the 
daughter of Don Lewis in the 'condit'ron 
Ihc defcribed herfelf, he was much nP>ov- 
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ed* Reafon, virtue, honour, all, which 
Jie had violated in the frenzy of his paf- 
.fjon, now re-aflbrned their empire in his 
breafl:. The nnift that clouded his under-

It is not three months fince be lived ia 
this town page to Count d* Oniate, and 
would have been to this day in the fervice 
of that nobleman, had it not been for a 
trick he played, which is the caufe of his 
being in prifon \ and which I will give 
you an account of.

She 
that is in'the furthermoft apartment, 'who 
is now gone to refl:, after having been 
three days arfd three nights without one 
wink of Qeep. Her name is Donna E- 

L 2 meren- 
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mercncian^, obferve her attentively; What 
.do you think of her ? I think her ex- 
tremely pretty, replied Zambullo. What 
a pity it is fuch acharming creature Ihou Id 
•be deprived of her reafpn. Liften to me 
with attention, anfwered the demon, and 
rU infor^n you of the particulars relating 
to her misfortune. 

Donnp. Emerenciana, the only child of 
Guillim Stephani, lived happily at Siguen- 
ca in the houfe of her father, till Don Ki- 
men de Lizana Interrupted her quiet with 
his addrefles of gallantry, by which he 
jcndeavoured to gain her afFeftions.

What doft 
thou imagine I am ignorant of what has 
happened this night ?

Afcer Emerenciana had writ and fealed 
this treacherous letter, Don Guillem faid 
to her, call the page who acquits himfelf 
fo dexteroufly in his employment, and 
©rder him to go inttantly with this note to 
Don Kimen : but hark ye, don*t think to 

de- 
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deceive me j I'll go and conceal mylelf 
in a place where I can fee you when you 
deliver him this commiflion, and if I do 
but obferve that you Ibeak a fingJe word, 
pr make but the lealt fignal that may 
create any fufpicion, I'll that inftam dip 
thi$ poignard in your heart's blood. Eme- 
rehciana, who knew her father too well 
. to venture upon drfobeying him, deliver- 
ed the letter into the hands of the page ia 
the lame manner fhe had ufed to do. 

After this, Stephani put up his dagger^ 
but did notallowhis daughter to be out of 
his fight the whole day, nor fufFered her to 
fpeak to any one in private, and took his 
meafures fo well, that Lizana could not be 
apprifed of the fnare that was laid for him.

ihaterials tor your verbal procefs ; there 
h another prifoner here, whom you muft. • 
jlkewife fet at liberty. Donna Emereri- 
cianais locked up in a dark room, with an 
unrelenting duenna, who eternally teizes^ 
^nd upbraids' her, without allowing her 
CnQ moment's quiet, 

O heaverfs ! faid Lizana, then this bar- 
barotis man has not been contented with 
exercifing hiis ^rVielcy oftly upon me : 

coaw 
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come, let us make hafte to deliver this 
poor lady from the barbarity of her jay lor. 
Upon this Julia carried Den Kimen and 
the commandant, attended by five or fix 
archers, to the room in which ftie was im- 
prifoned. 

It is eafy to conceive the joy which he 
felt in finding again his miftrefs, after he 
had defpaired of feeing herr; his , hopes 
were renewed afrefli, nor did he make any 
doubt but his wifhes would be now fully 
accompliftied, as the only perfon who op- 
pofed his happinefs was dead. The rno- 
'ment he faw her he ran and caft himfelf at 
her feet.

hpf fes a^nd four fine mules, which he keeps 
In Iw ftable. . 

I obfer^e in the neighbourhood of thefe 
two gentlen^n, a perfon who cannot; 
'Vrtthoiucgnsat laJMftice, berefufed a place 
jo chefe apsirtiq^ems: he is a cavalier of 
.^hreefcore, and makes his addrefles to a 
young lady, whom he vifics every day, 
and entertains her with aa account of his 
galkcitries in his youth, and what a man he 
yi^% 19 days of yore. He is fuch a fool ts 
to imagine fhe young lady will like him 
Ibr wh4t he has been. We may rank 
along with him another old fellow who 
lives hard by^i a JFrench marquis, who is 
pome to fee the court of Madrid. This 
li^hk lord is now threefcore and ten, and 
in his former days piade a brilliant figure 
at Verfailles; the whole coMrt admired his 
graceful ftacure, hif gallaii^t air, and were 
p^rti^^U^ly charnied with his fine talle in 
drefs^ b^ha^ carefully preierved all the 

fuits 
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fuits of cloaths he then wore, and now 
drefles in what he )iad appeared in fifcy

^at a fucceflion of iFooU fprouc like the 
lieads of the hydra, and that one genera- 
jtion follows clofe at the heeM of another. 
.There is a man who is fecretary to ^ 
minifter, who exadily refembles * Bola^ 
iigs, who kept no kind of meafures with 

any 

to the di£lator ; but happening unluckSy to call 
one time when (he was engaged with Longarenus» 
was by him feverely drubbed and lucked out of 
doors. The ikory, with a dialogue proper for the 
occafion, is told by Horace in his feoond fatire of 
the lirii: book. Aulus Gel)i^s mentions, that that 
grave hiflorian SaUuft did likewife undergo the 
fame fate, and received the like chaflifement from 
the hands of her hufbandMilo.

immediately. Move thofe fort of things 
^mightily, repfted Zambullo ; let us go 
there ; perhaps there may be fome fingers 
amongft them.

I have already 
told you, that it is not in the power of 
man to fave her ; and therefore to fatisfy 
you I mud take the aflFair perfonally upon 
myfclf. Wait here, and obferve in what 
manner I will a£t upon this occaflon. 

He had no fooner fpoke thefe words, 
than, to the infinite amazement of 
Don Cleofas, he aflTumed his make and

ner, *' Signior, I Ihould be more grieved 
than rejoiced at being faved from thefe 
(Jevouring flames, if I did not find you in 
fafety likewife." *' Ah ! my child, rg- 
plied he embracing her, as, I have not loft 
you, 1 am eafy about the reft 5 but let 
us return our thanks, faid he, to this 
young ajid gallant cavalier, prefcnting Don 
Cleofas to her j this is your generous de- 
liverer -, it is to him you owe the prefer- 
vation of your life : we can never fufii- 
ciently Ihew our gratitude, and the reward 
which I promifed fliall never difcharge our
